Edmonton is calling for industries, a 
jarge and rapidly increasing market in 
ihe vicinity of Edmonton is caliing for 
manufactured goods, and Edmonton’s 
call will not remain long unheeded, the 
Alberia market will not always be sup- 
plied with manufactured goods from the 
east. Manufacturers wijl appreciate 
the opportunities in Edmonton and 
they who “get in on the ground floor,” 
those who are first to commence opera- 
tions, will reap the largest benefits. 
If Canadian manufacturers do not seize 
the opportunity others will. 

Perhaps the Canadian manufacturer 
who reads this will remark that it is 
an old story, that the market is lim- 
ited and he can very weil continue ic 
supply it from his eastern factory, that 
Edmon on is an over-boorei town, that 
there is bound to be a crash sooner or 
jater, that the time isn’f ripe for 
branching out in the west. 

But what is the lesson of history ? 
From the very first, Western Canada 
has suffered (and the east hasa!so suf- 
fered) from the timidity and lack of 
confidence of the people of Eastern Can- 
ada.

Is there any other place in the world 
where abundance of good coal may be 
had at $1.50 per ton, where expensivy 
mining operations are not required, but 
where the coal may be loaded directly 
into barges and wagons? That is what 
kdmonton has to offer in the way of 
cheap fuel and consequently cheap 
power, and apparently she can offer it 
in practically unlimited quantities. For 
miles in all directions from Edmonton 
there is abundance of good coal at a 
very small depth below the surface ot 
the ground. Extensive mining opera- 
tions have not yet been attempfed; no 
shafts have yet been sunk, all the min- 
ing being done on the level. The coai 
has practically all been obtained along 
the high river banks into which the 
miners dig and load their coal directly 
into barges. Until a short time agocoal 
was selling at Edmonten at $1.90 per 
ton; at the present time, owing fo fem- 
porary circumstances, the price is a lit- 
tle higher. Practically the whoje cosi 
is transportation, and as teamstersara 
now commanding wages of $4.59 to $5 
per day, as compared with $3 a short 
time ago, the price of coal has been 
stightly advanced. With mining opera- 
tions on a large scale and up to date 
methods of delivery coa! wili be less 
than $1.50 per ton. This coal is well 
adapted for both manufacturing and 
domestic purposes, and there are great 
opportunities for the development in 
kdmonton of an immense coal mining 
industry.

The farmers in the Edmonton gection 
of the west do not, like their fellows 
in Saskatchewan and Manitoba, devote 
all their energies to the growing of 
wheat, but go in for mixed farming 


and the raising of stock. There w ould | 


be large profit in the rasiing of hogs 
if an adequate market were provided. 
The majority of the farmers come 
from the corn states of the republic 
and have been accustomed to raising 
hogs. Alberta can grow the best of 
barley and, as everyone in the busi- 
ness knows, the Canadian barley-fed 
bacon is much in favor on the English 
market. The natural 
well adapted to feeding hogs, and clo- 
ver and a’sike are easily grown. Scores 
of American farmers living in Alberta 
have told the secretary of the Edmon- 
ton Board of Trade that they would 
raise hogs if they had a market. With- 
in 100 miles, or easy shipping distance, 
of Edmonton, there are, at the very 
-owest estimate, 15,000 farmers. When 
the industry was established a million 
hogs a year would not be too much 
to expect from them. 

As a home market the industry would 
have from Manitoba to the Pacific, now; 
largely supplied with American pro- 
ducts, and on goods for export the 
C.P.R. is prepared to quote a rate from 
Edmonton to Liverpool only one-half 
cent per pound higher than the rate 
from Eastern Canada. The lower cost 
of Taw materia] would more than coun- 
erbalance this disadvantage. 

As a consumer of by-product the 
soap factory is a natural adjunct of 
the packing industry. At the present 
ime there are two soap factories in 


the west with a third projected in 
Saskatoon. These factories can not 
supply the rapidly growing western 


market. Eastern-made soap is sent in 
by the carload. A factory in Edmon- 
ton would be in a splendid position to 
compete for western trade. 

Although Edmonton is a milling cen- 
tre of considerable tmportance every 
pound of biscuits consumed in Alberta 
is brought hundreds and thousands of 
miles over railroads which have al- 
ready hauled east the flour or wheat 
of which the biscuits are made. Is it 
reasonable to suppose that this will 
continue indefinitely? There can be but 
one answer, and again the question 
arises whether the industries of the 
Edmonten to be will be built yb Cana- 
dian or by American capital. 

Already the flour milling industry of 
Eamonton and the neighboring townof 
Strathcona has reached large propor- 
tions, but it is capable of great ex- 
pansion and the production of cereals 
has scarcely commenced. Oats weighing 
49 pounds per bushel are ordinary in 
Alberta and 48-pound oats are not un- 
common. In many quarters the impres- 
sion seems to prevail that the only 
winter wheat section in the west isin 
Southern Alberta, but this is a mis- 
ake as it has been demonstrated thaf 
the best winter wheat in the world 
“an be grown in northern and cehtral | 

Iberta. It is now being grewn suc- 
cessfully in the vicinity of Edmonton 
but it has attracted comparafively lif- 
tle attention. Sanday & Co., the Liv- 
erpool grain firm, who purchase propd- 
ably more actual grain than any oth- 
er firm in the world, were so much 
impressed with the superiority of the
